William (Scully, ot London. England 


owns thousands of acres of latid iu Illi 
nois and other western states. He bin 
introduced iu his possessions in thil 
country the very worst phusts of the 
landlordism Jot Ureet Britain. The ex 
posures of his practices, of tbe laot that 
he takes 8200,000 annually from Illinois 
to his own borne, of the foreign system 
of contracts, evictions and rack-ronta 
which ho has here planted and of the 
damaging effects of bis operations to tho 
towns, tho counties fand the states in 
which his operations are carried on, have 
lately bo«n published in nil thoir com- 
pleteness throughout the land. 
These 


evil results are known and condemned by 
all parties and by all persons. That such 
u system is opposed to tho spirit of our 
institutions and at war witb all the inter- 
ests of our people and in violation ot 
ever/ principle of freo government is 
obvious to tho mind tof every retleoting 
person.

Thorn fatally Injured are Jamoa 


Hooper, a boy of ID; Will Murrav, tho 
clerk, and Bud Whito. Tbora seriously in- 
jured are Thomas Cano, Lewis Woodford, 
James Carrick, Wlliiorn Taylor, Bluforri 
Smith and Jamon Newkirk. It is probabln 
i.omo of these will die also. 


Au oyo-wltnoSH of tho scene arrived hero 


Monday night and tells' bis story of tho af- 
fair. 
Ic occurred about half-past IV, and 


bo was standing on the opposite corner, and 
although homo forty feet away was blown 
up against the opposite building. The en- 
tiro front and side of tho buildlnfr, a two- 
story frame, wor« blown away and the ceil- 
iug of tho upper story fell in, crushing the 
floor to tho first story and bearing with it 
tho unfortunate occupants ol the grocery. 
The smoke of tho powder hung over the 
scene for a whilo like a pall, rendering it 
imposiible for any one to assist tho injured 
or to approach tho place, and the falling 
timbers made it dangeroufl to go near tho 
house. 
Tho uhrieka of tho wounded added

Tlio Encllsh Controvoriy—A Hlnrtr»Tio« 


to Amateurs—Families of Models In 


Europe—All Soru of Specialties 


—A Sculptor's Opinion. 


PROTECTING!'-CANADIAN FISHERIES. 


Social circles in England havebeon greatly 


disturbed of late over a resurrection of that 
ancient fiimsatioii regarding tlio immoral 
characters of artists' models and tlie per- 
nicious influence whiob tbey are supposed to 
exercise upon society in general and upon 
artutudonta in particular. Probably more 
irrelevant mattar bos boon written upon this 
subject by parsons wholly incompetent to 
touch It than upon njiy other topic in. tbe 
whole gamut of questions and debatable 
points included under tho turms of literature 
and art. 


In a general conversation on this subject 


Mr, L. C. Earlo, ot Cb'icogo, said that tho 
drawing of the fomixle fijUjo by amateurs 
was rather detrimental tfiftn otborwiso lo 
their progress, betauso tboro was BO much 
mora to draw from in the malp flguro. 


"I have known many models," continued 


Mr. Enrle, "of good character who thought 
nothing of sitting, but I have frequently 
seen, women of bad character who would re- 
fuse to sit. As a rule, the llf o class in Munich 
meuta every m'ght, and there are from 100 to 
150 studonts drawing from the some model. 
When tho pose Is particularly good tho boys 
are flJIod with enthusiasm. Thoy forgot all 
about it being a nude figure, and thoy don't 
think any moro of it than if they would if 
thoy wore- Icolcirig tit a wooden Indian on tho

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


"Here in Chicago »o few artists point the 


figure that it is almost Impossible to procuro 
a model. 
lu Paris and all over Europe 


there are families of models who takn groat 
pains to koep tholr flipiros in good shai>« by 
bathing and exorcise. Asarulo tho Euro- 
pean inodo^i aro notucl for excellence in

—but a model who has a satisfactory figure 
throughout is o. vary nuo thing.

'•The models in the old country Lave all 


sorts of Bped'aJtlas. Somo of them ore caUi^l 
"cbristo," because of tho shapa of their 
hoods. I remember a man who stiirtod po«- 
ing as a boy and at last when he' wan SO 
years old and had lost his hair and bod be- 
come puffod wlth'winolie was used as u 
model for a monk, and he made a capital 
one, too. 
The poor classes of ItuJy can etirn 


more by sitting as models than by doing ony 
otbor class of woVk." 


Mr. H. F. Spread thought that the ques- 


tion of pointing from the nude depended 
BOmewbAt on the career that the artist hud 
marked out for himself. If ho intended to 
follow landscape painting ft study of tho 
nude was not necessarily indispensable, but 
if he purposed to bf come on artist in tho 
figure lino ho could never, bocomo a tbpr- 
ou'gly good painter without fitudying from 
the nudo model.

ii concerned, I havo worjfSd froin boyhood 
in Europe in various nude lifp classes, mid I 
havo never discovered any tendency U) im- 
morality of any kind," 


Mr. Howard Eretschmar, the sculptor, 


said that it was impossible to study fut 
without nature as it would bo to study sur- 
gory without anatomy. There was more 
drowiug in tlie male flguro, it was grander 
and stronger than tho femalo figure, and it 
was considered by artists as a better study. 
No sculptor, however, would bo fitted to pre- 
sent a Venus or a female figure in the 
nudo without a study of it any 
more

"Wo can't draw a form 


that wo don't understand. Everything de- 
pends upon the way in which the ai-tist 
treats Ms subjects. I Lave seen Uudies in 
tho academy that were almost revolting and 
others that. we're beautiful—the difference 
was simply a difference of treatment.—Cui- 
cago Xews. 


New Way to Muko Gunpowder. 


A French cboniijt has brought forward a 


now method of manufacturing gunpowder. 
Tho requisite quantity of sulphur is ajssolvod 
in su'.plildo of carbon, and this solution ii 
then mixed with the carbon,' which', instoad 
of charcoal, os'in other modes'of powder 
making, is cotton or some btlier cellulose 
fiber, which' is reduced to an impalpable 
powder. To this mixture is finally added 
the proper quantity of a saturated solution 
of saltpetre. The compound is now evapo- 
rated and the crystallization broken up, or it 
is evaporated in a vacuum. A very perfect 
incorporation of the several suBstances is 
thus secured.—Scientific Journal. 


Only Two TypOK, Ulondu and Dnrlc. 
In his new workonunthropoloiry Topinard 


says that there ore only two types—the 
blonde and the dork; that the other so-called 
types—yellow and red in particular—can 
only in a very miiior degree servo to dis- 
tinguish ruces, und tliat color as a. rale is un 
uncertain character, liable to alter in indi- 
viduals and ditllcult to detomdno und ox- 
press.
